New York. The plenary meet* 
Ing of the 36th General As- 
sembly Session of the Interna- 
tional Atomic Energy Agency 
has considered the agency's 
report for 1980. 

Presenting the report, S. Ek* 
Iund of Sweden, the agency's 
director-general, spoke in favour 
of the universal application of 
the agreement banning the proli- 
Oration of nuclear weapons. He 
said this could only be achieved 
cither by all countries Joining 
the existing treaty, or by agree- 
ment being reached on the crea- 


tion or nuclear-free zones in dif- 
ferent parte of the world. 

A number of speakers pointed 
out the dangerous sequences of 
the growth in the military poten- 
tial In Israel and South Africa 
which reject International super- 
vision of their nuclear pro- 
grammes in defiance of UN 
resolutions. 

The Soviet representative, 
V. Israelyan, said that the 
Sovtet delegation opposed any 
attempts to question the ef- 
fectiveness and reliability of the 
agency's guarantees.

GETS HUGE IMF LOAN

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Delhi, After long delibera- 
tions, the International Mone- 
tary Fund has decided to grant 
rndla a loan of 3,800 million 
dollars, the biggest In tho 
Fund's history. The Indian 
government says It needs the 
money to cover tho rapidly 
growing deficit in Us balance 
of payments, 

A spokesmen for the Minis- 
try of Finance in Delhi ex- 
plains the widening gap be- 
tweon the cost of Imports and 
exports by (ho growing prices 
of oil and chemical fertilizers, 
and by the aftermath of last 
year's drought. 

The loan will bo given in 


Instalments over a three year 
period. Roughly half of it will 
lie granted at an annual in- 
terest rate of 6,5 per cent, the 
rest— at about ten per cent. 

The IMF loan la conditional 
on India cutting government 
subsidies and expenditure, on 
a partial revision of its foreign 
trade pattern, and on raising 
Internal prices for fuel, elec- 
tricity and fertilizers, ob well 
as railway fares. It will be up 
to IMP management to decide 
over the three year period 
whether India has compiled 
with the terms and, therefore, 
sho Is entitled to a furthor In- 
stalment.

DISTANCE BETWEEN 
EARS— VITAL 
FACTOR IN HEARING 

Rabbits can hear sounds at 
frequences of up to fifty kilo- 
cycles, mice and other small 
rodents— of up to ninety, and 
bats of even up to 115 kilo- 
cycles, For a long tlnio, human 
beings were considered lo be ex- 
ceptional among mommols, as the 
human ear can only take In 
sounds within a narrow bend of 
nineteen kilocycles. Recent 
research by American scientists 
has revealed that tho Indian 
elephant can hear a band of 
sounds wllhln a narrow band or 
ten and half kilocycles. After a 
thorough study of the hearing 
In mBny mammals, scientists 
have now concluded that tho 
greater the distance between 
mammal's eats, the tower Is the 
upper frequency limit ol the 
sounds It can discern. This in- 
teresting conclusion suggests 
that the upper frequency limit 
depends only on the shape of a 
mammal's head rather than on 
factors pertaining to Its adapta- 
tion or evolution.

FISH 'NURSERY' 

The construction ol a salmon 
farm is under way In Magadan 
a region iu the Soviet Far East! 

The rivers along the coast ol 
lho Sea pf Okhotsk have been 
for cauteries a spawning place 
for dog, humpbacked and other 
species of salmon. Huge shoals 
Of salmon come here annually 
Salmon bom in tho local spawn- 
Ing areas bend for the ocean* 
they later return to the upper 
reaches of taiga rivers to spawn 
and to die. Magadan specialist 
have now decided to Interfere 
in the natural process; a largo 
fish breeding farm la being built 
on the River Ola osluary. The 
Farm should produce up to 40 
million salmon fry annually.

VOLCANO 

WARNINGS 

Specialists have begun ob- 
taining seismic information as 
to future eruptions of volcano 
from tho Shivcluch Volcano In 
Kamchatka, the Far East. The 
talematrlc station, mounted In 
lho foothills, registers the con- 
dition of Shlveluch and auto- 
matically radioes the data back 
to the volcanological station. 
The data is then processed and 
analyzed. 

The station was sot up In 
viow of Shivoluch's increased 
activity. Tha eruption of the 
Tnlbiichik Volcano has already 
been forecast with great accu- 
racy by this method. Scientists 
on Kamchatka therefore do- 
cldod lo follow their collea- 
gues' example of obtaining 
prompt Information direct from 
tho peninsula's "hot points’ 1 . 
Toloniotrlc stations were de- 
signed for this purpose and six 
were put up near active vol- 
canoes. Portable automatic 
equipment was used in Inac- 
cessible areas, 

TREASURES FROM 
THE DEPTHS 

The marine flora and fauna 
contain valuable substances o| 
use In medicine, tho footlstulfs 
industry and agriculture. Scient- 
ists liavo doleunlncd the clicm- 
j.wl composition ol different 
denizens of tho sea by singling 
out and examining protein en- 
zymf-s, carbohydrates, nucleic 
adds and the n&luial dies they 
cun lain. 

Marine organisms found In the 
Indian, tho Pacific and the At- 
lantic Ocean have proved to be 
new sources of medicines ond 
valuable blochcm leal prepara- 
tions. 

The expeditions ol Far east- 
ern chemical engineers and bio- 
chemists to the tropical regions 
of the Pacific and Indian Oceans, 
on board the “Callislo' 1 and the 
"Professor Bogorov", brought in 
rich results. Tha biological raw 
materials gathered by the scient- 
ists have been used to determine 
physiologically active sub- 
stances. 

Tho laboratories on board 
these ships made use of 112 ma- 
rine species to single out a total 
of 134 biological preparations. At 
least 15 samples are of prac- 
tical Interest for the biochemical 
and medical Industries. 

Scientists believe that it Is es- 
sential that underwater research 
should not barm the marine 
flora and fauna, however 
valuable this ' research might 
prove, Therefore such plants and 
a pimnlg ve gathered In small 
quantifies. In those cases when 
valuable biological preparations 
are discovered. Industry is re- 
quested to synthesize them, At 
present, some of these sub- 
stances are produced artificially 
with chemical engineers en- 
hancing their useful qualities, 
and eliminating those properties 
which can have harmful side ef- 
fects, Progress made in biotech- 
nology makes U possible that In 
the future marine organisms VflU 
be cultivated in required. quan- 
tities.
